Veronica Lewis is not letting 
illiteracy stop her from con- 
quering some incredible 
obstacles. 

It is hard to imagine that 
someone can graduate from 
high school and college, 
become an accomplished ope- 
ratic singer and, at the same 
time, not know how to read. 

However, Veronica con- 
tinues to make progress in 
overcoming her reading 
handicap. 

She is currently playing the 
role of Lili in the Opera Colum- 
bus production of “Porgy and 
Bess”. Performance dates for 
this sold out production are 
from April 23-25 at the Palace 
Theater. 

Veronica's battle with illiter- 
acy stems from reading skills 
being de-emphasized while 
attending elementary school in 
Sumpter, S.C. Since a relative 
was one of her teachers in the 
first grade, Veronica received 
teacher's pet status and was 
not pressured to learn the read- 
ing process. Initially, she was 
taught how to read by memo- 
rizing words. ' 

Her reading handyap went 
unnoticed by teachers until 
she admitted it to a history 
teacher in the 11th grade. 

Veronica was then placed in 
a small class with Vietnamese 
children. Unfortunately, the 
instructor was not equipped to 
teach adults, since the books 
they used were for first 
graders.

In 1975, Illinois 
State Sen. Richard Newhouse 
had attempted to run against 
the Daley machine, but was 
defeated miserably. However, 
Daley's 1976 death had wea- 
kened the machine. into feud- 
ing factions. Jane Byrne, who 
had defeated Michael Bilandic, 
Daley's successor, claimed the 
loyalty of some of the old 
Daleyites, including Black 
voters. However, support was 
so factionalized that no one 
person could reunite the var- 
ious pieces -- thus permitting 
Washington, in 1983,to win a 
Democratic primary against 
two other candidates. 

THE RIGHT PERSON. 
Washington was, and is, a cha- 
rismatic speaker who, with the 
help of Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
was able to mobilize Black 
support in Chicago behind a 
single candiate when it 
counted most -- in the three- 
way Democratic primary. 

But winning once does not 
mean that winning again is 
likely -- as was demonstrated 
by the history of Washington's 
predecessors. Washington had 
to take some solid political 
steps to consolidate his power 
in Chicago. 

He had campaigned against 
the old patronage system in 
Chicago, and encouraged the 
unionization of the city’s 
workers. By'this means, one of 
the major methods of machine 
contro! in Chicago politics --

Housing bias still problem, 
HUD fair housing chief says 


Despite the fact that “dis- 
crimination has become a sub- 
le process,” problems of dis- 
crimination in housing 
continue to exist, HUD official 
Judith Brachman told a hous- 
ing industry group in Colum- 
bus on April 10. 

Brachman, assistant secre- 
tary for fair housing and equal 
opportunity with the U.S. 
Department of HouSing and 
Urban Development, was 
speaking at a workshop jointly 
sponsored by the Ohio Associ- 
ation of Realtors, the Colum- 
bus Apartment Association 
and the Columbus office of 
HUD. Brachman formerly 
served as chief of the Colum- 
bus HUD office. 

The workshop was called to 
promote fair housing in the 
state. HUD and the Ohio Asso-

Ease prison crowding 


Ohio's prisons are like the pro- 
verbial rubber band--stretched 
to the point of breaking. It is for 
this reason that we endorse bills 
which will help ease the prison 
crowding situation, 

HB 261 and 262, both spon- 
sored by Rep. C.J. McLin of Day- 
ton, would standardize credit for 
time off for good behavior 
between all inmates and would 
ease current restrictions.on the 
calling of a prison crowding 
emergency. 

Good time, previously, had 
been different for inmates from 
ages 18 to 30 than it was for 
inmates over 30. Under McLin's 
proposal, older inmates would 
have the same benefit as 
younger ones. HB 262 would 
give the legislature a role in 

’ declaring a state of emergency in 
prison crowding, thus eliminat- 
ing the ability of politicians to 
politicize such a serious 
problem--and potentially freeing 
all parties to do what they think Is 
right. 


Neither bill would let any pri- 
soner out of prison immediately. 
Good time must be earned, anda 
state of prison emergency, if 
declared, would only accelerate, 
by up to 90 days, the time within 
which the parole board would 
hear an inmate's case. Both, 
however, would potentially help 
ease the problem of prison over- 
crowding in a way which is both 
safe and appropriate. . 


overcrowding is a serious prob- 


And;-don't-be fooled>-Prison- 


lem in Ohio. Ohio's prisons are at 
161 percent of capacity, housing 
22,000 inmates in facilities 
designed for 14,000. Cells 
designed for single prisoners. 
hold two. One prison which is in 
use dates to before the turn of the 
century. . 

Such conditions make the pri- 
sons ripe for anarchy and riot. As 
Peter Davis, director of the Cor+ 
rectional Institutions Inspection 
Committee,. said “the numbers 
crunch is going to tax good pri- 
son management to the limit, and 
even great prison managementis 
going to break under the stress.” 
He added that Ohio is fortunate 
that “we continue to have a pri- 
son population that chooses not 
to riot.” 

Prisonersinless-crowded 
conditions in other states are 
rioting. 

The Department of Rehabilita- 
tion and Corrections is bringing 
online nine new prisons-in the 
next two years. But this hercu- 
lean effort will only help ease the 
prison crowding crunch, not 
eliminate it. Because of manda- 
tory sentencing laws and longer 
sentences, the jails and prisons 
of our state are filling up faster 
than we can build\them. 

Clearly, something must be 
done. HB 261 and 262 are a start 
inthe right direction. We urge the 
legislature to pass these bills, 
and we hope that all parties will 
consider these pieces of legisla- |

Hammond’s vindication 


A federal district prosecutor 
has recently confirmed what we 
believed all along: Jerry Ham- 
mond is not a crook. 

The U.S. Attorney in Colum- 
bus, D. Michael Crites, said he 
has closed his investigation of a 
1985 incident in which Ham- 
mond was videotaped asking 
Fran Ryan, the council clerk, to 
seek a contribution from a devel- 
oper who had just gotten a favor- 
able zoning from City Council. 

He also closed the more recent 
investigation of a charge by 
Mayor Dana Rinehart that Ham- 
mond had attempted to trade his 
support for a mayoral pay 
increase for Rinehart's decision 
not to campaign against the 
Democratic City Council 
members this year. 


When Hammond was accused 
in both cases, the charges flew 
and the question arose: Is Jerry 
Hammond a crook? In looking at 
both instances, we believed that 
the answer was “no.” The remark 
by Hammond in 1985 was cer- 
tainly intemperate. 

The records, however, clearly 
showed that it was followed by 


no action. The developer, in fact, 
did not give Hammond a dime 
after the remark was made, nor 
was there any allegation on 
anyone's part ‘that he had. 

In the second, more recent 
matter, Hammond denied mak- 
ing any deal. Indeed, when the 
City Council met on the pay 
raise, Hammond was not even in 
town. Neither was there any evi- 
dence that Hammond had com- 
municated to City Council 
members any strong opposition 
to the pay raise. . 

We have never said that Jerry 
Hammond was perfect; in fact, 
we have disagreed with him, in 
this corner, many times. We 
believe that sometimes he is 
intemperate and rash. But crimi- 
nal? There is nothing in the 
record which has been pres- 
ented thus far to indicate that 
Jerry Hammond has been any- 
thing but a politician of integrity 
in Columbus politics. 

We are pleased that he has 
been vindicated, and we encour- 
age him to continue his career of 
public service to the citizens of 
Ohio.

Two Blacks, Jim Barrett and 
Bert Jennings, of a local

Republicanism seems to mirror an 
increasing polarization between the 


On successive days, one of the 
problems and issues facing Black 
Republicans were highlighted in 
Cdlumbus, Ohio 

At one meeting, on Friday, 
March 27, a Columbus Black 
Democratic group, the Young 
Black Dems, held a fundraiser at 
which more than 100 people 
came out to Hpnor Columbus 
Call and Post general manager 
Amos Lynch and Columbus City 
Council President Jerry ‘ 
Hammond. . 


The next day, at the quarterly 
meeting of the Ohio Republican 
Council, a statewide organization 
of Black Republicans. a hafdful 
of persons, mostly older, were 
gathered to hear remarks by 
State Senate President Pau Gill- 
mor. A dinner meeting and 
speech that night drew a larger, 
but still comparatively small, °

But even those Blacks who

Ms, Elizabeth Mitchell, 50, of 
2725S. Gift St. said on March 26 


she filed a complaint with the 
Columbus branch of the 
NAACP, alleging insensitivity 
onthe part of city of Columbus 
Safety Director Alphonso 
Montgomery. 


Ms. Mitchell said many times 
she filed complaints with 
Montgomery office, but that 
nothing was done.

own words.” : 

“People take for granted that 
you can read. Someone might 
say, ‘Here look at this joke’ (it 
would be in writing). Then I'd 
pause a few seconds, pretend | 
was reading it, and then laugh. 

With writing assignments 
that contained words spelled 
incorrectly “teachers would 
acknowledge them as being 
misspelled and move on. They 
didn't take off much credit for 
misspelled words,’ she 
observed. 

Some teachers recognized 
the fact that students have 
trouble taking written tests and 
permitted them to take oral 
examinations. 

Sometimes teachers would 
give a class a reading assign- 
ment in which students’ took 
turns reading paragraphs from 
a book out loud. Veronica 
would identify her reading task 


| by: counting down the number 


of students, hence the number 
of paragraphs, until it was her 
turn to read aloud. Once identi- 
fied, she would read the para- 


* graph to herself, use the pho- 


netic spellings in a dictionary 
to sound out the unfamiliar 
words, and memorize the 
passage. 


If-asked to read something 
unexpectedly, she would 
become an “entertainer, the 
class clown or would have to 
go to the bathroom.” Teachers 
would then go to someone else 
or excuse her from the 
classroom. 

“| knew that | had something 
to hide andso | hid it by acting 
very crazy.” 

* “People would,be my 
friends,” she said, “but did not 
know my problem --they did 


- not know that I was illiterate.” , 


Veronica graduated from 
high school because, it offered 
a variety of elective courses 
that permitted students to 


design their own curriculum.’

She was selected 
to sing at the banquet after 
being chosen Miss Black 
Columbus. 

Joining the Literacy Council 
gave Veronica the wherewithal 
to fight back. 

She is fighting back and “the 
battle is almost over.” I've 
learned the rules (for reading); 
now it's a’matter of getting it to 
a flowing pace, so | don't have 
to think about it. 

“| have a long way to go 
before | am satisfied. Some 
people just learning how to 
read would be satisfied to be 
able to read at my level now, 
but | want to set higher goals 
for myself.” The Columbus 
Literacy Council, a United Way 
agency, provided Veronica 
with a tutor and she serves as a 
spokesperson. 

When giving speeches on 
behalf of the agency, Veronica 
talks about various types of 
handicaps and how people 
should try to overcome those 
impediments. 

Veronica now realizes that 
the “world is based on read- 
ing," and now that she is “com- 
ing into anew world.”

Moss calls for audit of schools

since additional personnel 
will be located at each alter- 
native school, he said. 

The school system will be 
renovating buildings, buy- 
ing new buses,’and paying 
the salaries of principals 
who will be brought back to 
school early.” These costs, 
Moss said, have not been 
determined. 

“Why are we creating spe- 
cial schools when we don’t 
have enough trained staff or 
enough kids to go into them 
(alternative schools)?” the 
board member queried. 

Moreover, he fears that 
conventional schools will 
not get additional resources 
at the expense of alternative 
schools. ~* 


“Conventional schools 
will have no impact in per- 


sonnel or resource in the. 


areas of math, science, art, 
language arts, music and 
physical education.” 
Moss equates the story 
the public is being told 
about the reorganization 
plan to the Reagan Adminis- 
tration’s problems with Iran. 
“The American public was 
originally told that the U.S. 
was trying to improve rela- 
tions with Iran. We later 
learned that it was really an 
arms for hostages deal.” 
Likewise, “the school sys- 


tem is saying that it is giving 
parents more choices," 
however, the reorganization 
plan could really be a way to 
“re-segregate the schools 
along racial and socio- 
economic lines.” 

Also in the April 16 issue 
of The CALL & POST, 
school board members 
Loretta Heard, Robert 
Weiler and Gary Holland 
indicated that a new super- 
intendent and the November 
election should not hamper 
the implementaiton of the 
reorganization plan. Poten- 
tially, the board would have 
as many as six new members 
after the General Election. 

These board members say 
the plan was conceived by 
the board, and its success 
does not depend on the 
presence of Hyre or the cur- 
rent board. 

Moss disagrees. He 
pointed out that the compo- 
sition of the school board 
has changed and will 
change dramatically since 
the plan was approved. 
Former board members 
Charles Carlos, William 
Ebright, Steven Ebling and 
Carol Williams are no longer 
on the board. Loretta Heard 
is running for County 
Recorder and Gary Holland 
is not running for re- 
election.
